REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The anual meeting of the School District was held March 
13th, 1926, and the following officers were elected: Fred L. 
Payson, moderator; D. Peatrice Smith, clerk; James HE. 
Fowler, treasurer; Eugene C. Patridge, auditor, Gertrude 
H. Price was elected a member of the School Board for three 
years. 

The School Board met and organized as follows: James 
L. Coe, chairman and committee on repairs; Gertrude H. 
Price, clerk; Christopher A. Pollard, committee on fuel. 

The report of the Superintendent of schools is appended 
as a part of our report. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Newfields: 


I herewith submit my annual report on the condition of 
the Newfields schools—the eighth in the series. 

The statistics contained in Table I show that, with the 
exception of the item “total pupils,” the school year ending 
in June, 1926, was similar to the previous one. Not only in 
a statistical way were the two years parallel but in general 
spirit, in accomplishment and in community influence they 
were practically alike. Miss Varney was a firm: teacher of 
some experience, was:-thorough in work and sound in method. 
Miss Carpenter brought to the school a love of work, a will- 
ingness of spirit and thorough training; both are successful 
teachers and have rendered ‘highly satisfactory service. Table 
VI contains information of interest. It shows that Newfields, 
of the four similar districts in this Union, holds second 
place in the number of days of school and in percent of at- 
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tendance; the latter figure is above the state average. It is 
apparent that more thought should be given to vaccination 
against small pox, for the number of unvaccinated pupils 
is gradually increasing. Since it is quite likely, however, 
that the present law will be changed during the present term 
of the legislature it will probably be wise to await action 
by that body. In my opinion, we as school officers ought to 
lend our support to this item of school and public health. 
Table V shows us also that we are not making much progress 
in eliminating the physical defects so common to children. 
The school physician reports to parents year after year but 
there authority ceases. To be sure the cost of this to the 
district is only $25.00 per year but the advice is worth much 
than that—too valuable to be discarded. I would urge there- 
fore that all parents who receive these notices of defects 
take the matter to family physicians to the end that we may 
equip our children to do better school work, to be happy now 
and to fight more successfully the bodily ills of later life. 
Table VII shows that the local cost of elementary schools last 
year was barely over what was required to obtain state aid. 
This table also has other interesting information. 

There are several phases of school interests in Newfields 
which require study and thought if conditions are to be 
changed to satisfy the demand for good schools. Among them 
is the matter of economy and the matter of transportation 
for high school pupils. The increase in equalized valuation 
is such that the present cost of schools is not quite equal to 
a $5.00 tax on each thousand dollars of that valuation; so 
Newfields will not be eligible for state aid next year. The 
number of pupils dropped to thirty-five last year and it is 
forty-two now. It may be, that in view of this small num- 
ber we should combine the two schools into one. Obviously 
by this way we should save money. ‘There would, however, 
be a great reduction in the educational advantages for our 
children. The prospect of such a change would be a brighter 
if we had in our school only grades one to six. 
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The district is not liable for transportation to Exeter and 
the problem is wholly in the hands of parents who send 
their children to Exeter. From the stand point of morals 
and manners the long waits at school in the morning and 
at the railroad station in the afternoon are undesirable and 
although other transportation would cost a bit more I would 
urge parents to see whether it is not possible, now that roads 
are open, to do away with the present bad conditions. 

I can report that for the current year the teachers are 
proving to be up to the standard of previous years, that the 
pupils are of willing mind and hard at work and that the 
influence which goes from the school to community is good. 
The attendance has been so far the best I have known. 

It is a pleasure to record here my appreciation of the con- 
tinued co-operation of teachers, parents and school officers 
in all matters concerning our schools.
